Soldiers Know Little of Work 
Necessary to Provide Them 
With Food, Equipment

Stretching hack overland to the sea 
Hie A m erican line of com m unications 
is a constantly sw elling artery vital 
to the life or Sam m y training here in 
the field. 
Sam m y knows he gets 
18 
ounces of w hite bread every day hut 
ho doesn’t know m uch 
about 
where 
th at bread cam e from. 
He gets cloth­ 
ing from the q u arterm aster and his 
rations from th e company m ess. 
If 
the supply is plentiful ami the quality 
good Sammy d oesn’t bother his head 
much about how it wan brought up to 
him. 
But the auxiliary people know. 
The bakers know they stood out In 
the open all day and tended Hie fleld- 
ovens far from the infantry training 
fields, to m ake the bread. 
They un­ 
loaded the big sacks 
of 
M innesota 
flour from the railroad trucks th at run 
right into the m iddle of the bakery. 
Aud they carefully slashed the loaves 
right, down the m iddle to let out the 
gas before putting them in the o v en s.. 
That little slashing operation lookn 
simple, yet it was decided on only 
after hours of study by the officer in 
charge who w anted to save room in 
the bread cars. 
Form erly each loaf 
was slashed four tim es across the top. 
When the c ru st form ed the in terjec­ 
tions of these slashes raised up about 
an inch and the bread transport involv­ 
ed a great m any 
w asted 
inches 
of 
space in the cars. 
Tile new slash fe> 
just as effective iu releasing the gas 
aud it saves one-half of the wasted 
space. 
Suppose a grenade goes off prem a­ 
turely in a p ractice trench and Sam ­ 
my's arm in gashed to the bone by a 
fragm ent. 
Tho surgeon a t the hospit­ 
al bathes the wound w ith antiseptics, 
hinds it w ith a special kind of bandage 
and puts the p atien t to bed in a com­ 
fortable hospital cot. 
Sam m y th in k s of his own tough 
luck in being w ounded but takes it as 
a m atter of course th at all medical 
paraphernalia in right ou 
hand 
all 
these miles from home. 
Day by day th at line of comm unica­ 
tion is growing;, shooting 
out 
new 
spurs to supply the branches of ser­ 
vice scattered along both sides of the I 
trail. 
The bases are bulging beyond ' 
their original dimension** but even to- ] 
day the whole system is only in its 
infancy. 
General Pershing and his btafl have 
visualized a vast 
enterprise 
which 
has to he run on a m ilitary business j 
basin in order to feed and clothe tile 
great arm y that w ill be here iii France 
when we go into th e trenches. 
Shells 
will come up along these lines and he i 
pushed forw ard to the guns and Hie 
thousand and one kinds of supplies 
and equipm ent th a t a great army con­ 
stantly needs m ust be kept moving in 
undiminished quantity.

EFFICIENT DEMOCRACY 


The story of the building of the 
cantonm ents is more interesting read­ 
ing than th at of Alladin's magic pal­ 
ace th at grew overnight. For the story J 
of the cantonm ents 
is 
the story of 
dem ocracy making good 
in 
a field 
w here it is generally supposed to be 
w eak and far behind autocratic power. J 
On the tw enty-eighth of last May the 
governm ent faced the problem of con­ 
structing sixteen huge 
cantonm ents 
w ithout any plan or organization for 
setting about its task. 
Business men, 
contractors, speculators’ who flocked 
to W ashington in the hope of getting 
in on som e fat governm ent contracts 
were suddenly asked by the W ar De­ 
partm ent to get together and do busi­ 
ness w ith them selves. A fter a confer­ 
ence of about four days an office build­ 
ing was rented. 
Desks, 
typew riters 
and w orkers were installed and the 
game had begun. 
Leaders came to the top. O rganiza­ 
tion appeared out of the confusion. A 
com m ittee of em ergency construction 
was hard at work. 
About 
the 
first 
thing th at it did was practically to 
draft into its service all the big con­ 
tracting firms of the country. 
T heir 
best men were sum m oned and told to 
get busy eac h in his own special line. 
The firms thus put to work 
on 
the 
cantonm ents were granted com pensa­ 
tion on the basis of cost plus 7 per 
cent or more according as the Job was 
large or Bmall, and with the set lim it 
of not more than $250,000. 
As the best wages in the comm unity 
w ere offered, and increases perm itted 
w hen necessary, there was no difficul­ 
ty about procuring labor. 
It has been only a little over three 
m onths since the first actual construc­ 
tion work started. 
And the canton­ 
m ents are nearly finished. 
Democracy isn’t 
so 
slow w hen it 
really gets on a job. 
The efficiency of 
the great dem ocracies today beats tile 
Germ an variety, after all.

A can of lye recently exploded, cov­ 
ering the face and eyes of a clerk in 
a local drug store. 
Instant action on 
the part of one of his co workers in 
applying the proper antidote not only 
neutralized the lye and prevented ser­ 
ious burns, but, according to the physi­ 
cian who a few m om ents later attend­ 
ed the clerk, saved the eyesight. Not 
long ago there was an autom obile ac­ 
cident near this city and several occu­ 
pants of the car w ere injured, one of 
them seriously. 
Countless other ma­ 
chines stopped at the scene, offered 
suggestions which none carried 
out 
and stood helplessly about while the 
life-blood of tile seriously injured man 
flowed from him. 
He died later In a 
local hospital. 
The tw o eases Illus­ 
trate the difference betw een knowing 
and not knowing w hat to do in case 
of emergency. 
On 
(he 
one hand 
knowledge, sim ple as it was, prevent­ 
ed serious and painful burns and saved 
the eyesight of the injured. 
On the 
other hand ignorance cost a life which 
could possibly have been saved by the 


application of simple first aid prin­ 
ciples. 
No man, no woman, knows at what 
in stant such a life or death decision 
may be put squarely and horribly be­ 
fore them . 
Nor do 
they know how 
close to home the hand of fate will 
next strike. 
Balanced delicately be 
tw een knowledge and ignorance may 
hang the life most near and dear. 
The Am erican Fled C ross, through 
its chapters now established in prac­ 
tically every city aud town throughout 
the country, is not only in a position 
a t the present tim e 
to 
care for the 
wounded on the battlefields of Europe, 
but it is rapidly preparing a vast arm y 
of men and women 
throughout 
the 
country w ith 
this 
knowledge which 
may at any in stant be the m eans of 
saving a human life at home. 
W hile 
a t the present m oment the greatest 
work of the American Red Cross is 
to care for the soldiers in battle and on 
their way to the front, it Is a question 
as to w hether this or its work at home 
will endure the longest and bring the 
most lasting good.

Tile best preparations to use in 
keeping the finish of a motor car look­ 
ing like new are clean water and plen­ 
ty of care. 
It should be remembered 
that several different kinds of finish 
are used in different parts of high- 
grade cars and that each kind of finish 
should have its own brand of treat­ 
ment in the course of a washing. 
On 
one high-priced car. for example, the 
radiator shell, lamps, instruments, and 
steering post are nickeled; the hood, 
fenders and rims are enameled; and 
the body has a very fine finish of 
paints and varnishes. 
The first thing to do in washing a 
; car is to give it a thorough flushing 
with a low-pressure stream from a 
hose. 
The purpose of this is to gent­ 
ly flow off the accumulated dust and 
dirt in such a way that the hard par­ 
ticles w ill not scratch. 
In some cases 
the mud will stick hard enough to re­ 
sist the stream from the hose, and 
when this occurs the particles should 
be quickly sopped off with 
a 
wet 
sponge. 
The second step is to go over all 
parts of the car with a clean sponge 
and cold water, to remove any grease 
or dirt remaining. 
Soap inav be used 
if necessary, preferably a pure castile 
soap. 
Then 
another 
thorough 
flushing 
should be adniinistere I, taking care 
that soap used in the second step of 
the bath is not permitted to dry. for it 
will leave streaks and spots that are 
difficult to remove. 
After all vestige of dirt has been re­ 
moved, the polishing bt gins.

for radiator, hood, tops of fenders end 
body; the other for tile chassis and 
under sides of fenders.

VII the qualities that go to make gqs- 
dine efficient and economical are do- 
‘ermlned, not bv gravity, but by vol- 
itillty or the ability to vaporize.

volatility, of course, cannot lie gauged 
by gravity. Gravity is simply another 
cr rn for weight. 
“One kind of gasoline may he heav­ 
er than another and yet the two may 
ie identical in degree of volatility 
Much depends upon the nature of the 
rude oil. 
Becomes Vapor 
“Now a liquid that boils easily va 
lorises readily. 
Tile lower the holi­ 
ng |«)int the m o r e readily the liquid 
'aporiae*. 
The higher the boiling 
oolnt the more difficult becomes va 
porization. 
^ 
"Motor fuel, of course, must he va­ 
lorized before it enters the cylinders; 
This is Hie function of the carburetor, 
dowever, to start easily, there must 
be 
easy 
vaporation of the gasoline. 
Hut if, alter the start, the fuel contin- 
its ti* ••aportze with the same rapid­ 
ly, there will be no ‘pick up’ and a 
ack of power. 
“ Hence 
efficient 
gasoline 
should 
have what is known as a continuous 
-bain of boiling |>oint*. starting at low 
and rising gradually and steadily ut* 
o a fixed point, not so high to include 
heavy liquids such as kerosene. 
“Gasoline having the correct c h a in 1 
of boiling points gives easy starting, 
quick and smooth acceleration, power 
and mileage. 
“Referring ugain to the bulletin of 
Hie Bureau of Mines, this document j 
says: 
“ ‘Volatility is the basic property 
that determines Hie grade and the use- 
ulness of gasoline. 
Gasoline should 
•ortain a moderate but not excessive 
proportion of low boiling constituents, 
enough to permit easy starting of a 
cold engine but not enough to make 
ivnpoiation losses excessive. Gasoline 
should have a total volatility range 
wide enough to include constituents 
that have a high, but not too high, 
boiling point.’ 
Distilled 
“ It can be seen from this how im­ 
possible it is for gravity to tell any­ 
thing at all about the boiling points 
of gasoline, hence it cannot reveal 
gasoline quality. 
“Now, how is gasoline made to con- 
this necessary chain of boiling 
points?
